Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year 
1946.  The  statistics  set  out  in  the  Report  sho w that 
the  health  of  the  population  continues  in  general  to  be 
satisfactory. 

In  spite  of  a higher  Birth  Rate  than  normal,  the 
Infant  Mortality,  20.64  per  1,000  live  births,  is  the 
lowest  that  available  records  shov;  and  compares  with 
43.00  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  question  of  sanitation  and  housing  continue  to 
provide  most  of  the  difficulties  and  problems  which 
confront  the  Council  and  the  Public  Health  Department. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Joint  Committee  and  the 
Rural  District  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and 
encouragement,  and  the  Officers  of  other  Departments 
for  their  ready  co-operation.  Mr.  Blundell  and  his 
staff,  as  usual,  have  done  a great  deal  of  excellent 
work;  and  Miss  Phillips,  of  the  Broadstairs  Public 
Health  Department  carried  out  the  duties  of  Clerk  with 
her  usual  willingness  and  efficiency.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  was  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  labora- 
tory facilities  for  the  Rural  District:  most  examina- 
tions were  carried  out  at  tlie  County  Laboratory,  Maid- 
stone, A few  pathological  examinations,  in  connection 
with  patients  admitted  to  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  were  dealt  with  in  Canterbury. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

; J ' ; 

(a)  Infectious  Cases, 

The  ambulance  of  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isolation 
Hospital  was  used  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases 
from  the  Bridge^Blean  Rural  District. 

( b ) Non-Inf ectious  Cases , 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  made  in  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  70/45,  issued  on  the  20th  April,  1945, 
the  City  of  Canterbury  provided  ambulances  for  a daytime 
service  which,  with  the  ambulances  provided  by  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
completed  a 24-hour  service,  which  continued  to  operate 
during  1946,  and  was  made  available  for  the  people  residing 
in  the  Rural  District:  In  consideration  of  this  service 
the  Rural  District  Council  contributed  the  sum  o£  £52:10:  Od. 
to  the  City  of  Canterbury  for  the  year  1946. 

There  was  also  an  ambulance  at  the  Ghislet  Colliery 
for  the  use  of  the  workmen  there.

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 


There  are  two  sewerage  schemes  in  operation,  one 
for  the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village  of 
Hersden,  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Westbere,  In  the  re 
mainder  of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means 
of  privies,  pail  closets  and  W.C*s.  draining  into  cess- 
pools. 


No  extensions  were  made  during  the  year.  The 
Harbledown  beds  worked  satisfactorily,  but  the  Hersden 
system  was  still  unsatisfactory,  the  sewage  entering 
the  river  in  practically  a crude  state. 

Two  Schemes  were  considered  during  the  year  as  fol- 
lows: - 


Drainage  $ Upper  Harbledown# 


In  April  a letter  was  received  from  the  Harbledown 
Parish  Council  drawing  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  sewage  disposal  in  Upper  Harbledown,  and  in 
particular  to  the  condition  of  the  cesspool  at  Glensford 
Cottages,  and  requesting  that  immediate  steps  be  taken 
to  remedy  the  position.  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
reported  that  the  cesspool  in  question  was  continuously 
causing  a nuisance  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  ground; 
that  the  owners  had  spent  a considerable  amount  of  money 
in  an  endeavour  to  overcome  the  trouble,  but  no  improve- 
ment had  been  effected;  and  suggested  that  this  small 
part  of  Harbledown,  which  is  comprised  of  approximately 
50  houses,  was  very  suitable  for  main  drainage,  and  that 
the  construction  of  a small  sewerage  system  would  effect- 
ively serve  the  area:  in  his  opinion  it  would  not  be 
possible,  at  a reasonable  cost,  to  connect  this  part  of 
Harbledown  to  the  existing  sewers#  A Sub-Committee  was 
formed  to  view  the  area  In  question,  which  they  did  on 
the  9th  May,  and  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
the  result  of  their  survey#  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
matter  was  still  under  consideration# 

Drainage  Scheme  : Sturry  and  District*- 

The  question  of  proceeding  with  the  Sturry  and  Dis- 
trict main  drainage  scheme,  which  was  postponed  in  1939 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  was  considered  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  necessary 
steps  be  taken  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  for  the  scheme  to  be  undertaken  in  three  stages, 
viz : - 

(a)  the  construction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  the  connection  and  extension 
of  the  existing  Hersden  Sewers; 

(b)  the  sewering  of  Broad  Oak  and  the  area 
north  of  Island  Road,  Sturry; 

(c)  the  sewering  of  Sturry  Village  and 
Pordwich; 

and  that  revised  applications  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Kent  County  Council  for  contributions  under 
the  Rural  later  Supplies  Act,  1944. 


Disposal  of  Sewage  : Highstead  and  Hoath  Areas. - 


A report  was  received  in  June  to  the  effect  that 
the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council  had  agreed  to  re- 
ceive into  their  Herne  and  Reculver  Sewerage  System, 
at  the  nHeart  and  Hand1’1  corner,  the  sewage  from  the 
Highstead  and  Hoath  areas  for  the  sum  of  £25  per  annum, 
and  that  the  offer  had  been  accepted. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Cleaning  out  of  Stream  * Hersden  Drainage. - 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that  the 
Kent  Rivers  Catchment  Board  had  cleaned  out  the  above 
stream:  that  the  condition  of  the  stream  was  far  worse 

than  was  at  first  anticipated,  and  necessitated  the 
employment  of  a mechanical  excavator:  and  that  as  a 
result  of  this  work  the  stream  should  not  need  attention 
for  some  considerable  time. 

Open  Ditch,  Upstreet. - 

This  ditch  was  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  approximate  numbers  of  each  type  of  sanitary 
convenience  in  the  Rural  District  are:-

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertook  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
and  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  pails:  an  efficient 
system  of  doing  this  by  means  of  mechanical  vehicles  is 
employed.  A sewage  and  refuse  collection  now  operates 
in  all  parts  of  the  district.  Two  new  cesspool  emptiers 
were  ordered  during  the  year,  but  delivery  of  these  was 
not  effected  until  1947. 
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Hop-pickers » Encampments. 

During  the  year  the  Hop-picking  Encampments  at  nine 
farms  were  inspected  and  occupied:  at  six  of  these  the 
condition  of  the  huts,  etc.  was  good;  in  two  cases  the 
conditions  were  fair,  with  only  minor  defects;  and  at 
one  encampment  where  an  inspection  was  carried  out  on 
complaint,  the  following  conditions  were  found  to  exist:  - 
the  first  group  comprised  of  20  huts  8?  x 10* , in  good 
condition  with  the  exception  of  one  latrine,  which  was  a 
very  dilapidated  structure:  there  were  no  shelters  for 
cooking  and  drying  clothes;  the  second  group  consisted 
of  40  huts  81  x 10'  in  good  condition.  The  attention  of 
the  owner  of  the  huts  was  dravm  to  the  Byelaws  made  by 
the  Rural  District  Council  for  aecuring  the  decent  lodg- 
ing and  accommodation  of  persons  engaged  in  hop-picking, 
and  he  was  informed  that  before  the  huts  were  occupied 
next  season  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  carry  out 
certain  specified  works. 

Owing  to  the  abnormal  rain  and  gales  during  the  year, 
living  conditions  in  the  huts,  in  some  cases,  was  unavoid- 
ably trying.

tunately no  infestations  occurred  during  the  year. 


Mosquitoes, 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that  numer- 
ous complaints  were  received  in  the  late  part  of  April, 
a3  to  the  presence  of  Mosquitoes  at  Sturry  and  Westbere, 
and  large  areas  of  stagnant  water  were  sprayed  with  in- 
secticide, v/ith  very  good  effect. 


Rats  and  Mice, 


Nothing  special  was  done  during  the  year  in  this 
connection:  small  infestations  we re  dealt  with  locally. 


Schools. 


There  are  three  Boarding  Schools  in  the  Rural  District, 
with  accommodation  for  approximately  294  pupils;  two  of 
these  schools  also  have  accommodation  for  some  79  day  schol- 
ars. 


In  addition  there  are  28  Primary  Schools  and  two  County 
Modern  Schools,  with  an  attendance  of  nearly  1,800  children. 


SECTION  D.  - HOUSING . 


Housing  Survey. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  commenced  in  1945,  and  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Survey  there  were  approximately  5,070  houses  to  be 
inspected.  At  the  end  of  1945  a total  of  408  houses  had 
been  done,  completing  the  survey  in  the  following  parishes:  - 
Adisham,  Hackington,  Ickham,  Littlebourne  and  Wickhambreux.

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  on  the  9th 
September,  1946,  that  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  an  inspection  of  the  huts  occupied  by  nsquatters?! 
on  St.  Edmund *s  School  Field,  Blean,  and  at  Broome  Park, 
Barham,  had  been  made  and  the  necessary  information  for- 
warded to  the  Ministry. 

With  regard  to  the  site  at  St.  Thomas1  Hill,  (St. 
Edmund  * s School  Field),  information  was  received  from 
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the  Ministry  to  the  effect  that  the  huts,  formerly  the 
property  of  the  Air  Ministry,  had  been  disposed  of,  and 
the  land  released  from  requisition,  and  accordingly  the 
matter  was  one  for  the  owners  of  the  property  to  deal 
with,  as  the  families  were  trespassing. 

In  the  case  of  the  site  at  Broome  Park,  it  appeared 
that  this  was  not  released  from  requisition  by  the  War 
Department,  and  enquiries  were  made  by  the  Ministry  as 
to  whether  the  requisition  was  available  for  transfer. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Ministry  requested  the  Council  to 
take  whatever  steps  were  necessary  to  safeguard  the 
health  aspect,  and  to  state  whether  the  camp  was  suit- 
able for  taking  over  for  temporary  housing:  at  the  be- 
ginning of  October  it  was  reported  that  work  had  been 
commenced  on  the  supply  of  main  water  and  that  one  stand- 
pipe was  then  available. 

Two  huts  on  Sondes  Meadow,  Bekesbourne,  were  taken 
by  “squatters ?t  on  the  18th  August,  1946:  the  huts,  how- 
ever, which  were  on  private  property,  had  already  been 
sold  and  a notice  to  quit  served  on  the  “squatters”  by 
the  owners  of  the  land,  as  a result  of  which  the  huts 
were  vacated.

Diphtheria  Immunization* 

The  scheme  continued  to  operate  as  in  previous  years: 
Clinics  were  arranged  as  necessary  by  the  Health  Visitors 
for  large  groups  of  children;  and  by  General  Practitioners 
in  their  own  Surgeries  for  small  numbers  and  individual 
cases. 

Circular  23/46;  dated  4th  February;  1946;  was  received 
from  the  Ministfy  of  Health*  A brochure  was  also  enclosed; 
setting  out  details  of  the  publicity  material  which  was 
available  to  Authorities  for  local  Diphtheria  Immunization 
Campaigns  during  1946.  The  Circular  stated  that  the  Minis- 
ter was  most  anxious  that  an  intensive  effort  should  be 
made  to  increase  the  number  of  immunized  children  through- 
out the  country,  A letter  in  relation  to  this  was  also 
received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  it  was  proposed 
to  launch  a Publicity  Campaign  during  the  September  quar- 
ter and  preliminary  steps  were  taken  for  the  organization 
of  this* 


i 


In  August  vehicle  bills,  posters,  birthday  cards,  con- 
sent cards  and  leaflets  were  obtained  and  utilized  for  the 
Campaign.  Again  advertisements  appeared  in  the  local  news- 
papers and  the  posters  were  displayed  in  the  different 
Parishes  of  the  Rural  District.  The  Medical  Practitioners, 
School  Teachers,  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  were  cir- 
cularized, and  suitable  literature,  etcf  sent  to  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  Schools,  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visi- 
tors, for  use  in  the  Schools  and  Clinics. 

As  a result  of  the  Campaign  120  children  were  immunized 
during  the  next  quarter  and  623  children  received  a reinforc- 
ing injection  at  six  of  the  Schools  in  the  Rural  District. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  is  obtained  through  the  usual 
channels  and  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  the  general  prac- 
titioners practising  in  the  Rural  District.

The  19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  were  notified 
during  the  year  occurred  in  10  different  Parishes:  one 
case  in  each  of  the  following;-  Barham,  Blean,  Bossingham, 
Broad  Oak  and  Ickham;  two  were  notified  in  one  family  at 
Chartham  Hatch,  two  at  Sturry  and  two  at  lestbere;  three 
occurred  at  Harbledown,  two  of  these  being  at  a Boys1 
Boarding  School;  and  five  at  Chartham  in  three  families. 

Measles . 

The  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  September 
quarter  of  the  year,  only  eight  cases  having  been  notified 
in  the  June  quarter  and  five  in  the  December  quarter.  In 
July,  August  and  September  86  cases  occurred  in  64  families 
affecting  15  different  parishes  of  the  Rural  District:  the 
largest  number  was  at  Sturry,  where  33  patients  were  noti- 
fied in  27  families.

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I bmre  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter’s  Urban  District  for  1946, 

During  the  whole  of  this  period  I was  away  on  Military 
Service  in  Germany,  and  the  work  of  the  Department  was 
carried  out  under  the  conscientious  and  efficient  supervi- 
sion of  Dr.  H.  M,  Cargin,  to  whose  work  I should  like  to 
pay  tribute. 

The  year,  which  showed  a restoration  of  the  Urban 
District  to  something  like  pre-war  conditions,  as  far  as 
its  life  as  a holiday  resort  and  as  a locality  of  Convales- 
cent Homes  and  Boarding  Schools  was  concerned,  was  unevent- 
ful. There  was  no  opidemic  of  any  infectious  disease,  nor 
threat  of  it. 

There  were  222  live  births,  giving  a Birth  Rate,  on 
the  Registrar-General’s  estimated  population  of  12,080,  of 
18.37  per  1,000  population:  and  to  compare  this  with  a 
year  chosen  at  random  before  the  war,  1935,  when  the  Birth 
Rate  was  9.68,  is  to  see  that  the.  Urban  District  has  shared 
with  the  country  generally  the  recent  increase  in  fertility. 

Deaths  numbered  177,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  14.65  per 
1,000  population:  this  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (11,5),  due  to  the  large  proportion  of  elderly  per- 
sons in  the  town,  a natural  consequence  of  its  residential 
character;  when  this  fact,  and  also  that  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  children  borne  in  mind,  the  Birth  Rate,  for  all  that 
it  is  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  (19.1)  is  seen  to  be 
the  more  satisfactory. 
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The  Infant  Mortality  Hate  of  63.06  per  1,000  live 
births,  was  high  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(43.00);  when  numbers  are  relatively  small,  a consider- 
able change  of  rate  will  be  made  by  a cause  not  in  itself 
significant;  while  regretting  this  phenomenon,  one  need 
not  therefore  be  alarmed  about  it  unless  it  is  maintained. 
Of  the  14  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  it  is 
not  of  course  possible  to  say  whether  in  the  particular 
circumstances  of  each  case  the  death  was,  in  fact  prevent- 
able; but  looking  through  the  causes  (found  in  the  table 
on  page  45) , it  would  seem  that  12  are  theoretically,  and 
under  ideal  conditions,  preventable. 

On  behalf  of  Dr.  Cargin,  the  acting  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  Urban  District  throughout  1946,  and  on 
my  own,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Joint 
Committee  and  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support;  and  also  the  staff  for 
their  keen  and  loyal  service.

For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  to  Hospital, 
the  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hos- 
pital Board  was  garaged  and  serviced  at  a local  garage 
and  subsequently,  on  the  return  from  active  Service  of 
the  regular  driver,  at  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital, 

Haine,  The  attendant  continued  to  be  supplied  until  the 
end  of  the  year  as  under  previous  agreement;  these  ar- 
rangements met  all  requirements. 

(b ) Non-Inf ectious  Cases. 

Early  in  the  year  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
agreed  to  provide  an  ambulance  service  in  the  District 
for  sick  and  injured  persons;  and  in  February  the  Urban 
District  Council  took  over  the  N.F.S.  premises  at  the 
junction  of  Church  Street  and  Northdown  Road,  St.  Peter's 
and  equipped  them  as  an  Ambulance  Station.  This  Station 
was  used  as  Headquarters  by  the  Thanet  Division  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  Men's  Detachment  Kent  59  and 
Women's  Detachment  Kent  149,  A 24-hours  service  was  main- 
tained and  two  ambulances  were  available. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, which  is  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  As- 
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sociation.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Annual 
Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  of  the  Association  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946.*- 

^The  Association  and  its  Home  Nursing  Ser- 
vice has  had  another  splendid  year.  The  member- 
ship at  about  2,150  bus  still  further  increased, 
and  needless  to  say,  our  nurses  have  continued 
to  give  devoted  and  skilful  service  to  all  those 
members  who  have  needed  their  care  and  attention. 
Over  4,000  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  homes  of 
our  people  and  it  has  become  necessary  to  give 
Sister  Wallington  some  permanent  assistance,  and 
Nurse  Oram  is  following  in  her  footsteps  with 
that  same  quiet  and  kindly  efficiency. 

wLittle  need  be  said  on  the  financial  side, 
as  a study  of  the  accounts  will  show.  Subscrip- 
tions have  increased  by  some  £100,  and  amply 
meet  our  increased  expenses  in  Nurses’  salaries 
and  all  that  is  called  for  by  our  large  and  in- 
creasing membership.  We  now  hold  £500  War  Loan 
in  reserve,  giving  us  funds  totalling  nearly 
£1,000. 


[<yIt  is  not  yet  known  when  and  how  we  shall 
be  affected  by  the  new  National  Health  Service 
Bill,  but  as  our  Association  already  provides  an 
efficient  Home  Nursing  Service,  we  have  reason 
to  hope  that  we  shall  be  asked  to  continue  to 
administer  our  service  on  behalf  of  the  Local 
Authority,  although  we  shall  be  relieved  of  the 
necessity  of  raising  funds  to  maintain  it.11* 


Domestic  Help  Service « 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  in  an  Urban  District  such 
as  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  is  a very  difficult 
problem  to  deal  with  owing  to  the  shortage  of  helpers 
available  for  this  type  of  work,  as  the  majority  of  the 
people  interested  in  domestic  work  are  employed  perman- 
ently by  the  large  Boarding  Schools  and  Convalescent 
Homes  in  the  town;  and  part-timers  are  only  obtainable 
in  the  winter  months,  they  taking  up  more  remunerative 
posts  at  the  hotels,  boarding-houses,  cafes  and  res- 
taurants during  the  summer  months. 
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Advertisements  for  helpers  inserted  in  the  local 
papers  only  met  with  a very  poor  response,  and  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  there  v/ere  five  part-time  helpers, 
but  early  in  January  two  of  these  ceased  duty  owing  to 
illness  in  their  own  families;  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter  there  were  three  part-time  helpers  rendering  as- 
sistance in  five  homes.  At  that  time  seven  applications 
for  domestic  assistance  could  not  be  met  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  helpers. 

The  report  to  the  Health  Committee  for  the  June 
quarter  was  on  much  the  same  lines,  viz:-  that  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  helpers  the  Domestic  Help  Scheme  was 
still  very  difficult,  there  being  17  formal  applications 
for  domestic  help  from  sick  and  elderly  persons,  apart 
from  some  verbal  applications,  but  only  two  of  these 
could  be  assisted  as  there  w as  only  one  part-time  helper 
available;  that  since  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  in 
1945,  nine  part-time  helpers  applied  for  posts:  one 
lived  at  Margate,  too  far  away  to  be  of  use;  two  never 
commenced  duty;  two  left  owing  to  sickness  in  their  own 
families;  two  said  the  work  was  too  heavy,  they  wanted 
lighter  work;  one  left  for  health  reasons;  and  the  one 
previously  mentioned  still  carried  out  her  part-time 
duties,  but  during  the  summer  she  ceased  duty  in  order 
to  run  her  home  as  a boarding-house  for  summer  visitors 
to  the  town. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  advertisements 
for  a whole-time  Domestic  and  Home  Helper,  at  the  rate 
of  £3:  6:  Od.  per  week  inclusive  for  a 48-hour  week  (in 
accordance  v*ith  the  County  Council  fs  letter  on  the  sub- 
ject, dated  15th  July,  1946)  were  inserted  in  the  three 
local  newspapers,  once  in  October  and  once  in  November; 
again  the  response  was  very  poor  and  unsatisfactory. 

However,  during  this  period  four  part-time  helpers 
were  employed:  two  only  did  duty  for  two  v/eeks,  one 
left  the  district  and  went  north,  and  the  other  obtained 
a full-time  post  minding  children;  the  third  carried 
out  domestic  help  duties  for  approximately  two  months, 
but  ceased  work  owing  to  pension  difficulties;  the 
fourth  was  still  carrying  out  her  duties  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  in  this  quarter  seven  families  received  domes- 
tic assistance 


At  the  beginning  of  1947  one  full-time  helper  was 
obtained  and  appointed  to  the  post. 

The  above  resume  illustrates  very  accurately  the 
difference  between  theory  and  practice:  a Home  and 
Domestic  Help  Scheme  is  of  obvious  and  invaluable  as- 
sistance to  the  Welfare  Service  of  every  Local  Author- 
ity, but  to  establish  it  in  the  first  place  and  to 
keep  it  together  satisfactorily  is  another  very  differ- 
ent matter. 


Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse. 

The  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  Services 
are  operated  by  the  County  Council,  and  this  work  v/as 
carried  out  by  Nurse  E.  Brammer,  who  has  acted  in  this 
capacity  since  1940. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  v/as  open  on  each  Monday  and  Thursday 
at  the  County  Council fs  Welfare  Centre  in  St.  Peter *s 
Road,  Broads t airs. 

Ante -Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  held  every  Wednesday  at  the  same 
Centre. 

Dental  Clinic. 


A Dental  Clinic  for  expectant  mothers  and  child- 
ren was  held  twice  weekly,  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays, 
at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  St.  Peter !s 
Road,  and  a Gas  Clinic  on  alternate  Tuesdays. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic . 

As  there  v/as  no  Ophthalmic  Clinic  in  the  Urban 
District,  the  Kent  County  Council  made  arrangements  for 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter1  s cases  to  be  referred  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Margate  for  attendance  at 
the  Margate  School  Clinic. 


Tuberculosis  Dispensaries.

Patients  from  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter* s attended 
dispensaries  run  by  the  Kent  County  Council  at  Margate 
and  Ramsgate  as  hitherto.  Domiciliary  visiting  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  District 
and  by  Nurse  E.  Brammer,  who  combines  the  office  of 
Tuberculosis  Nurse  with  that  of  Health  Visitor.  For 
days  and  times  when  the  Dispensaries  are  open  see  page  6. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Arrangements  for  treatment  at  Margate , Canterbury 
and  Dover.,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Kent  County  Council, 
continued  as  hitherto:  the  days  and  times  of  the  Clinics 
are  shown  on  page  6. 


Hospitals. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  was  not  de-requisitioned 
from  War  Service  until  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  when 
it  was  fully  repaired  and  ready  for  service.  The  formerly 
described  procedure  of  sending  cases  to  the  Herne  Bay  and 
Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  was  continued  pending 
the  re-opening  of  Haine  Hospital.  As  the  former  Hospital 
was  itself  closed  on  several  occasions  during  the  year,  it 
was  necessary  to  send  patients  further  afield  and  ad  hoc 
arrangements  were  made  with  ether  infectious  diseases  hos- 
pitals in  the  County.  This  added  to  the  administrative 
complexity  of  the  disposal  of  patients  suffering  from  in- 
fectious diseases,  and  it  is  fortunate  to  record,  for  this 
as  for  all  other  reasons,  that  in  1946  they  were  few. 

Smallpox  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  hitherto  operative  agreement  with  the  Kent  County 
Council  for  the  admission  of  confirmed  and  suspected  cases 
of  Smallpox  to  the  Hospital  at  Di sling bury  continued 
throughout  1946.  Such  admission,  had  need  for  it  arisen, 
would  have  been  arranged  in  consultation  with  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

One  suspected  case  of  this  disorder  was  seen  in 
Broadstairs  during  the  year,  but  happily  the  patient 
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proved  to  be  suffering  from  Chickenpox  complicated  by 
sunburn* 

General  Hospitals* 

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Ramsgate  Gen- 
eral Hospital  and  the  Margate  and  District  General 
Hospital  for  cases  of  illness  and  accident* 


Registration  of  Pursing  Homes. 

At  the  beginning  of  1946  there  were  three  regis- 
tered Nursing  Homes  in  the  Urban  District;  two  of 
these  ceased  to  function  during  the  year. 

At  the  same  time,,  five  Convalescent  Homes  which 
were  temporarily  closed  during  the  war,  were  re-opened. 
These  establishments  are  not  conducted  for  profit  and 
are  therefore  exempt  from  the  obligation  to  register, 
imposed  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Exemption 
Certificates  were  granted  in  all  cases.  Such  Conval- 
escent Homes  are  not,  of  course,  available  to  conval- 
escent persons  residing  in  the  Urban  District,  and  the 
need  for  additional  Nursing  Home  facilities  was  strongly 
appreciated*

Water, 

There  was  no  change  In  the  water  supply  of  the  Broad- 
stairs  and  St,  Peter *s  Urban  District, 

Bacteriological  investigations  were  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  intervals 
and  every  two  months  a chemical  analysis  was  made  at  the 
South  Eastern  Analytical  Laboratory  at  Canterbury,  These 
procedures  made  an  effective  check  upon  the  quality  of 
the  water,  which  remained  at  a higb  level. 

The  "Permutit”  softening  system  continued  to  be  em- 
ployed to  modify  the  excessive  natural  hardness  (23°)  of 
the  water.  The  water  had  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  reinstatement  of  the  screening  chamber  works  at 
North  Foreland  was  completed  early  in  the  year.

The  water  for  these 
pools  is  taken,  by  arrangement  with  the  Water  Engineer 
from  the  town  mains. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Burs. 

During  the  year  five  verminous  houses  were  disin- 
fested. The  rooms  affected  were  thoroughly  sprayed 
with  liquid  insecticide,  with  satisfactory  results  in 
each  case. 


Damage  by  Moth.

Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

Action  has  been  taken  in  this  district  over  a 
period  of  many  years  (a)  to  prevent  rats  and  mice 
breeding  in  any  part  of  the  area;  (b)  to  destroy 
rats  and  mice  at  the  first  sign  of  infestation. 
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Inspections  were  carried  out  regularly  in  all  parts 
of  the  area  followed  by  gassings  trapping  and  poisoning, 
whichever  was  the  most  suitable  for  any  particular  case* 
Rat  poison  was  supplied  free  of  charge  to  persons  who 
notified  the  existence  of  rats  on  or  near  their  premises; 
this  free  issue  is  well  known  to  the  inhabitants  and  en- 
sures that  - 

(a)  action  is  taken  Immediately  rats  are  seen, 
thus  preventing  their  unrestricted  breed- 
ing; and  - 

(b)  the  office  of  the  Local  Authority  dealing 
with  this  matter  has  up-to-date  informa- 
tion of  the  sites  where  rats  are  known  to 
exist. 

Where  occupiers  are  unable  to  deal  with  the  infest- 
ations for  any  reason,  the  rodent  operative  gives  assist- 
ance and  advice.

Sewers:  Test  baiting  of  severs  was  carried  out  in 

January,  1946.  Baits  were  laid  in  49  sewer 
manholes:  40  of  these  were  untouched  and  in  9 the  bait 

was  taken.  After  consultation  with  the  Divisional  Rodent 
Officer,  Ministry  of  Food,  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
poisoning  treatment  to  be  carried  out,  when  76  sewer 
manholes  were  baited  and  in  only  two  manholes  were  the 
baits  taken.  The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  this  re- 
sult is  that  the  rat  population  in  the  sewers  is  negli- 
gible.

Ice  Cream* 

Eight  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted,  from  six 
different  retailers,  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bac- 
teriological examination  during  the  September  quarter  of 
the  year:  the  results  showed  that  five  were  considered 
satisfactory  and  three  unsatisfactory,  but  in  each  case 
no  pathogenic  (disease  producing)  organisms  were  culti- 
vated. 

As  there  was  no  official  bacteriological  or  chemical 
standard  laid  down  for  ice  cream,  the  sole  purpose  of 
these  examinations  was  to  encourage  co-operation  between 
manufacturers,  retailers  and  the  Local  Authority.

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

As  from  the  1st  January,  1946,  the  responsibility 
for  the  immunization  of  children  under  school  age  was 
transferred  to  the  Welfare  Authority,  in  this  case  the 
County  Council.  The  only  administrative  change  involved 
was  the  transfer  of  financial  responsibility,  according 
to  the  B.M.A.  rates  of  pay,  for  the  reimbursement  of  the 
Medical  Practitioners  who  carried  out  the  actual  inocula- 
tions, and  for  the  repayment  of  such  office  charges  as 
might  arise. 

As  hitherto  the  County  Health  Visitor  and  School 
Nurse  was  the  principal  agent  in  both  propaganda  and  in 
the  organization  of  sessions  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre* 
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With  regard  to  immunization  in  the  Schools , as  all 
the  Practitioners  in  the  Urban  District  are  agents  for 
this  purpose,  reliance  is  placed  upon  their  giving 
'‘Booster**  and  such  initial  courses  of  inoculation  as  may 
from  time  to  time  become  necessary  through  the  transfer 
to  the  district  of  an  unimmunized  school  child.  They  are 
kept  informed  of  policy  from  the  Health  Department,  from 
whence  also  they  are  supplied  with  Antigen. 

Superficially  viewed,  this  Scheme  would  appear  to 
have  loopholes  for  missed  children,  but  a ,,1?spot®‘  check 
carried  out  after  1946,  in  respect  of  school  children 
immunized,  reflected  a satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

Cnee  again  there  was  a Publicity  Campaign  to  bring 
the  need  for  immunization  to  public  attention.  While  it 
is  undoubtedly  necessary  to  maintain  interest  if  any 
practical  results  are  to  be  expected,  it  is  possible  that 
repeated  propaganda  drives  may  lose  their  effect  by  creat- 
ing a certain  feeling  of  disproportion,  since  diphtheria 
is  not  by  any  means  the  only,  or  in  common  experience, 
the  chief  cause  at  present  of  childish  morbidity  and  mor- 
tality. 

As  a personal  opinion,  it  might  be  worth  while  to 
rely  for  a time  entirely  upon  personal  influences,  which 
are  always  the  most  effective  in  gaining  recruits  for 
immunization,  and  to  turn  the  weight  of  health  propaganda 
to  some  other  equally  important  subject  such  as  ’’’'The  Cul- 
tivation of  Respiratory  Good  Mannersw  (i.e.-  Control  of 
Coughing,  Sneezing  and  Spitting) , of  Hand  Washing  after 
the  use  of  the  lavatory,  and  of  Vaccination. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  - A.P.T.  was  obtained, 
through  the  Ministry  of  Health  Emergency  Pathological 
Service,  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Buckston 
Brownie  Farm,  Downe,  Kent,  and  was  supplied  free  of  charge 
to  general  practitioners  in  the  Urban  District.

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free 
of  charge  and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  the  use 
of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  District  in  accordance  with 
the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order,  1910*  A 
supply  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary  Inspector* s Office  and  also 
at  the  County  Police  Station. 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases . 

There  is  very  little  to  comment  upon  under  this  head; 
incidence  was  small  locally.  As  compared  with  1945,  when 
there  was  one  case,  there  were  seven  notified  cases  of  Diph- 
theria; they  all  occurred  among  children  from  London  in  a 
Convalescent  Home.  There  were  no  deaths.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  Herne  Bay, 

During  the  year  residents  were  returning  to 
the  town  and  the  estimated  population  was  given  as 
17,170.  The  health  of  the  town  was  good  and  there 
were  no  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious  disease. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  was  accepted  by  the 
great  majority  of  parents  for  their  children  both 
in  infancy  and  during  school  age. 

A most  satisfactory  feature  of  the  Report  is 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  19.48  per  1,000 
live  births,  compared  with  43.00  per  1,000  live 
births  for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  one  mater- 
nal death. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Districts  Joint  Committee  and  of 
the  Urban  District  Council,  also  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  for  their  continued  sup- 
port and  co-operation  during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  pathological  and  bacteriological  v/ork  for  the 
Urban  District  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
County  Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of  charge. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

( a ) Infectious  Cases, 

The  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospi- 
tal Committee  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Whitstable 
and  District  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  removal  of 
patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  Non-Inf ectious  Cases. 

An  ambulance  service  for  non-inf ectious  and  accid- 
ent cases  is  provided  by  a Division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  the  Urban  District  Council  making  an 
annual  grant  towards  the  fund. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affili- 
ated to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association,  provides  a 
District  (Queen's)  Nurse  and  one  Assistant  Nurse. 


Health  Visitors  and  .School  Nurses. 

The  County  Council  provide  two  Nurses,  Nurse  E.  Jobson 
and  Nurse  M,  Brangdon,  to  carry  out  the  Health  Visiting 
and  School  Nursing  Services  in  the  Urban  District,

Natal  Clinic  in  the  morning  of  every  third  Yfednesday. 

Dental  Clinics. 


Dental  Clinics  were  held  at  the  S.C'.C.  Treatment 
Centre  in  Cavendish  Road,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  (all 
day)  and  on  Saturday  mornings. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic . 

This  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital,  Canterbury,  and  was  available  for  Herne  Bay 
patients. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic . 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  was  held  at  the  K.C.C.  Treat- 
ment Centre  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesdays  in  the  month, 
at  1-15  p.m. , but  attendance  was  by  appointment  only. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

The  Dispensaries  at  the  Kent  County  Council  Clinic 
in  the  Urban  District  and  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital,  Canterbury,  were  available  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town.  For  the  days  and  times  when  the  Dispen- 
saries are  open,  see  table  on  page  6. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  anyone  in  the 
Urban  District  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases,  may 
attend  the  Clinics  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
Canterbury,  and  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Dover, 
for  treatment.  For  the  days  and  times  the  Glinics  are 
open  see  table  on  page  6, 


Hospitals. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  occurred  in  the 
Urban  District  v/ere  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whit- 


stable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment  until  to- 
wards tlie  end  of  the  year,  vlhen  this  Hospital  was  closed 
for  repairs  to  be  carried  out.  Cases  then  were  removed 
to  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isolation  Hospital  and  a few 
to  Sittingbourne. 

Smallpox  Hospital  Accommodation, 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
for  the  removal  of  cases  of  Smallpox  to  Dislingbury  Hos- 
pital continued  during  the  year,  but  fortunately  no 
cases  of  this  disease  occurred. 

General  Hospitals. 

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Queen  Victoria 
Memorial  Hospital,  Herne  Bay,  and  the  Kent  and  Canter- 
bury Hospital,  Canterbury,  for  cases  of  non- infectious 
illness  or  accident. 


Registration  of  Nursing  Homes, 

One  application  was  received  for  the  registration 
of  premises  as  a Nursing  Home  (Section  187  to  194  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936),  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  three  Nursing  Homes  on  the  register: 
nine  inspections  were  made  of  these  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health*

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  public  water  supply  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay 
’Waterworks  Company  is  exceedingly  pure,,  and  frequent 
samples  show  that  it  is  of  excellent  organic  quality  and 
bacteriological  standard.  This  supply  Is  constant  and 
abundant  and  is  derived  from  a deep  well  at  Ford:  it  is 
chlorinated,  but  no  samples  //ere  taken  prior  to  chlorin- 
ation. The  water  Is  extremely  hard  and  is  therefore  not 
plumbo- solvent  as  lead  pipes  soon  become  coated  with  Cal- 
cium Carbonate. 

Scattered  about  the  Rural  area  of  the  district  are 
87  houses  served  by  wells,  springs  and  by  conservation  cf 
rainwater  from  roofs.  This  supply  is  of  doubtful  purity 
and  is  often  insufficient  during  the  summer  months.  As 
mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  provision  of  a public 
water  supply  to  as  many  as  possible  of  these  dwellings 
should  receive  high  priority,  especially  at  Bullockstone, 
where  the  need  is  most  acute. 

No  dwellings  are  served  by  stand-pipes,  and  98%  of 
the  population  and  dwellings  are  supplied  directly  from 
the  water  mains  of  the  Herne  Bay  Waterworks  Company* 

There  were  no  extensions  of  the  public  v/ater  supply 
during  the  year;  but  facilities  were  afforded  to  the 
Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council  to  discharge  the  con- 
tents of  their  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  into  the  sewer- 
age system  of  the  Urban  District,  as  previously  the  empty- 
ing of  these  cesspool  emptiers  w as  carried  out  on  land 
near  the  well  from  which  the  public  water  supply  was  ob- 
tained. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage 
scheme  during  the  year.  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
reports  that  at  58  dwellings  drainage  systems  were  re- 
constructed and  repaired;  and  at  28  properties  complaints 
of  choked  drains  were  dealt  with. 


Rivers  and Streams, 


Uo  action  was  necessary  during  the  year,  to  secure 
the  prevention  of  discharge  of  effluent  in  a steam  from 
the  Gas  Works. 

Complaints  regarding  choked  ditches  in  the  Urban 
District  were  dealt  with  from  time  to  time. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  116  properties  which 
are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer,  and  these  have 
either  pail  closets  or  cesspools.  Only  one  is  in  a built- 
up  part  of  the  district  and  this  is  served  by  a pail  closet: 
all  the  remainder  are  in  the  rural  area  not  yet  served  by 
the  public  sewers. 

An  application  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
relaxation  of  the  provisions  that  a cesspool  shall  not 
be  less  than  50  feet  from  a dwelling,  was  rejected.  It 
is  hoped  to  persuade  the  owners  of  the  cottages  concerned 
(at  Busheyf ields ) to  provide  cesspool  drainage  at  the 
rear  of  the  dwellings,  which  at  present  have  pail  closets 
and  are  without  any  means  of  drainage. 


Public  Conveniences . 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee;  it  was  decided  to  install  turnstiles  at  cer- 
tain of  the  Conveniences  to  check  unauthorized  entry, 
and  damage  which  so  frequently  occurs.  In  five  summer 
months  nearly  half  a million  persons  paid  for  admission 
to  the  Council’s  Conveniences. 


Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  possible  to  secure  dust- 
bin replacements  upon  a pre-war  scale,  but  306  dustbins 
we re  provided  upon  service  of  informal  notices;  a much 
larger  number  is  needed  when  the  supply  position  is 
easier,  At  three  dwellings  it  was  necessary  to  serve 
statutory  notices. 
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It  was  not  possible  to  resume  refuse  collection  with 
pre-war  frequency,  and  weekly  collections  were  the  general 
arrangement,  more  frequent  collections  being  made  during 
the  summer  months  at  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants. 


Camping  Sites. 

There  Y/as  a revival  of  the  pre-war  camping  popularity, 
but  no  new  camping  sites  have  been  licensed  since  the  end 
of  the  war,  and  with  few  exceptions  of  a minor  nature,  it 
v/as  possible  to  restrict  camping  to  licensed  sites.

Shops  and  Offices. 

During  the  year  many  occupiers  of  shops  were  inter- 
viewed to  explain  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  and 
the  Sunday  Trading  Restrictions  Act.  The  number  of  con- 
traventions dealt  with  v/ere  small  and  were  quickly  rem- 
edied without  the  need  for  statutory  action. 


Smoke  Abatement. 


Smoke  nuisances  at  a local  Joinery  Works  were  less 
troublesome  than  in  previous  years,  but  occasional  nui- 
sances arise  from  a local  laundry. 


SwimminR  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  were  no  swimming  baths  or  bathing  pools  in 
the  town,  but  two  slipper  baths  for  ablution  purposes 
were  provided  at  public  conveniences,  one  for  each  sex*

Re-inspections  are  made  after  disinfestation  is 
completed,  to  ensure  that  proper  precautions  are  taken 
to  prevent  re-infestation* 


Rodent  Infestation* 

During  the  year  65  premises  were  cleared  of  rats 
and  665  dead  rats  were  recovered:  estimated  kill  - 


850  rats.  This  work  entailed  a total  of  1,789  visits 
and  re-visits  by  the  Rodent  Operators,  In  no  case  was 
it  necessary  to  take  statutory  action  under  the  Rats  and 
Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919, 

The  sewers  were  dealt  with  and  962  manholes  were 
baited  at  all  parts  of  the  district;  it  is  estimated 
that  1,000  rats  were  killed  as  a result  of  this  operation 

One  part-time  Rodent  Operator  was  employed,  and 
certain  expenditure  incurred  upon  rodent  destruction  work 
was  reimbursed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 


Public  Mortuary, 

At  the  Public  Mortuary,  which  is  one  of  the  most  up- 
to-date  in  the  country,  35  bodies  were  admitted  and  32 
post  mortem  examinations  carried  out. 


Schools, 

Inspections  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the 
schools  were  periodically  made  and  regular  sampling  of 
the  milk  supplies  carried  out.  Enquiries  were  made  at 
the  schools  attended  by  every  child  notified  as  suffer- 
ing from  an  infectious  disease;  contacts  were  excluded 
and  articles  such  as  pens  and  pencils  used  by  the 
patients  were  disinfected  or  destroyed. 

Water  is  supplied  to  all  the  local  schools  from  the 
public  water  mains. 


SECTION  D,  - HOUSING, 

The  following  report  on  the  housing  position  was 
received  from  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector:  - 

"Routine  house-tc-house  inspections  have  not  been 
resumed  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  but  3£2  houses  dealt 
with  upon  complaint  were  thoroughly  inspected  and  notices 
(including  11  Statutory  Notices  under  Section  9 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936)  served  to  bring  them  up  to  a propel1 
standard  of  fitness.  Four  dwellings,  in  respect  of  which 
Statutory  Notices  were  served,  were  made  fit  by  the 


Council  in  default  of  the  owner,  from  whom  expenses  will 
he  recovered. 

f,One  hundred  and  twenty- two  houses  were  made  fit  for 
habitation  in  all  respects  during  the  year  and  repairs  of 
a minor  nature  v/ere  carried  out  at  182  dwellings.  Number 
of  visits  made  to  supervise  repairs  in  progress  - 1,835. 

“Dry-rot  affected  floors  continued  to  be  dealt  with 
and  the  work  was  supervised  at  40  dwellings:  this  was 
more  than  in  1945,  when  23  dwellings  were  thoroughly 
treated  to  eradicate  dry-rot  fungus.  Difficulty  in  ob- 
taining materials  made  it  difficult  to  secure  prompt  re- 
pair of  dwellings  and  in  consequence  many  outstanding 
notices  remained  unabated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

UA  report  was  made  to  the  Urban  District  Council 
upon  11  derelict  houses,  too  dilapidated  to  justify  re- 
quisitioning; all  but  one  of  these  was  made  fit  by  the 
owners  and  put  into  occupation;  and  in  the  other  in- 
stance proposals  were  submitted  v/hich  should  result  in 
early  repair  and  occupation.  It  was  agreed,  in  princi- 
ple, that  details  should  be  prepared  in  connection  with 
proposed  clearance  areas  affecting  sub- standard  houses. 
During  the  year  undertakings  were  accepted  by  the  Council 
that  three  sub-standard  houses  and  one  sub-standard  base- 
ment, all  four  being  unfit  for  habitation,  would  not 
again  be  used  for  human  habitation  unless  and  until  made 
fit. 


!iA  survey  of  Council  houses  revealed  actual  over- 
crowding at  four  premises,  whilst  at  a further  eight 
houses  there  was  potential  overcrowding.  The  Council 
decided  to  construct  a number  of  four-bedroom  type 
houses,  some  of  which  will  be  allocated  to  the  twelve 
tenants  concerned.  Overcrowding  was  also  found  at  two 
private  dwellings,  one  of  which,  a three -bedroom  type 
house,  was.  occupied  by  18  persons,  and  the  position  was 
relieved  by  the  allocation  of  a pre-f abricated  bungalow 
to  one  of  the  sub-tenant s. u 

“Requisitioning  and  Post  War  Housing. 

“The  Council  pursued  a most  active  policy  of  requi- 
sitioning vacant  houses  for  those  inadequately  housed, 
and  by  December,  1946,  had  requisitioned  42  houses  to 
accommodate  58  families.  Many  of  the  requisitioned 


dwellings  had  been  in  use  as  military  billets  throughout 
the  war  and  were  in  a very  dilapidated  condition. 

"Three  families  were  housed  under  the  Governments 
» Share  your  Home  Scheme . ’ 

"Well  over  300  houses  were  visited  by  the  Housing 
Sub-Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  requisitioning 
vacant  premises.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a 
waiting  list  of  approximately  800  applicants  for  housing 
accommodation  and  many  ’dead1  applications  were  deleted 
after  visits  by  the  trainee  in  housing .management.  The 
’points  system1  for  the  allocation  of  houses  continued 
in  operation  and  was  found  to  be  extremely  useful  in 
assisting  with  selections  of  the  most  needy  applicants. 

"Fifty  prefabricated  bungalows  were  erected  and 
building  was  commenced  upon  the  Council’s  proposed  200 
permanent  houses. "

Phosphatase  Test. 

The  26  samples  of  Pasteurized  Milk  were  also  exam- 
inted  by  the  Phosphatase  Test  and  all  gave  satisfactory 
results. 

Examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Forty- two  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  pre- 
sence of  tubercle  bacilli  and  all  gave  negative  results. 

Cleansing  of  Dairy  Equipment. 

Systematic  efforts  were  made  to  improve  the  cleanli- 
ness of  dairy  utensils  by  periodical  submission  of  rinse 
samples  for  bacteriological  examination.  Outfits  were 
obtained  from  the  County  Medical  Officer:  these  include 
8 oz,  bottles  containing  sterile  water,  which  is  poured 
into  the  vessel  to  be  tested,  or  over  the  cooler,  after 
which  it  is  returned  to  the  sterile  bottle  and  forwarded 
in  an  ice-box  to  the  County  Pathologist.  During  the 
year  32  coolers  and  vessels  of  all  kinds  were  tested  in 
this  way,  with  satisfactory  results. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Strong  representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food  concerning  the  most  inadequate  arrangements  for 
the  slaughter  and  cooling  of  animals  at  the  two  private 
slaughterhouses  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  at  Canterbury, 
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which  serve  a number  of  towns  in  East  Kent,  including 
Herne  Bay.  Criticism  was  also  directed  against  the 
method  of  transport  and  some  improvement  in  the  trans- 
port and  handling  of  the  meat  resulted. 

Fourteen  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  and 
15  animals  were  inspected  at  various  farms,  after 
slaughter. 

During  the  year  a total  of  24  cwts.  of  food  was 
condemned  as  unfit,  and  this  consisted  of  tinned  food, 
eggs,  meat,  cheese,  fish  and  7 gallons  of  milk.

Several  of  these  premises  were  improved 
of  informal  action. 

There  were  14  new  registrations  un 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  cafes  and  boarding- 
houses were  inspected  in  connection  with  applications 
for  catering  licences.  This  is  a valuable  measure  of 
co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  results  in 
the  sanitation  and  arrangements  for  the  preparation  of 
food  at  such  premises  being  brought  up  to  a desirable 
standard  as  a condition  of  licensing  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food.  In  consequence,  the  standard  of  cafes  and 
restaurants  in  the  town  has  very  definitely  improved, 
and  they  are  now  well  above  the  average  in  cleanliness. 
One  hundred  and  fourteen  defects  were  dealt  with  at 
the  premises  inspected. 

Ice  Cream. 

This  continued  to  receive  attention;  during  the 
summer  23  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the

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County  Laboratory  for  pathological  examination  and  chemi- 
cal analysis*  Pathologically,  9 of  the  samples  were  re- 
garded as  unsatisfactory,  and  chemically  the  results 
ranged  from  4$  to  10$  fat.  The  chemical  composition,  and 
particularly  the  fat  content,  improved  during  the  summer 
as  a result  of  consistent#  sampling  and  direction  of  the 
manufacturers  to  the  poor  quality  of  the  product*  The 
quality  of  ice  cream  manufactured  by  the  we  11  -known  large 
firms  was  consistently  good,  but  it  seems  that  there  is 
little  prospect  of  a legal  standard  controlling  constitu- 
ents of  ice-cream  until  more  commodities  are  available. 

Draft  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  have 
been  prepared  and  came  into  force  early  in  1947;  these 
Regulations  should  afford  greater  safeguard  to  consumers 
by  ensuring  heat  treatment  of  the  product. 

Twenty-seven  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  manufac- 
turers* premises  throughout  the  summer.

Of  the  19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  one 
occurred  in  a Children’s  Convalescent  Home;  eight  were 
in  connection  with  a Girls’  Boarding  School;  and  ten 
were  in  private  families.  Three  of  the  patients  were 
visitors  to  the  district,  who  no  doubt  contracted  the 
disease  before  arriving  in  the  town. 

Diphtheria. 

The  first  two  cases  were  babies,  both  one  year  of 
age;  the  third  case  was  an  adult;  the  fourth  was  a 
boy  of  11  years  of  age;  and  the  last  two  cases,  one 
was  an  adult  and  the  other  a child  of  six  years.  It 
was  not  possible  to  trace  the  sources  of  infection. 

Only  two  of  the  patients  had  completed  a full  course 
of  immunization.
